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fourteen bodies was suffocated on his 
fifteenth attempt, and it is feared that 
other fatalities among the volunteers 
will follow, as the air in the mines {s 
still impregnated with noxious gasses. A 


“number of the mén engaged in rescue 
work have aiready been brought to the 
surface unconscious, and as they were 


driven to their homes in closed carriages 


the women followed and broke the win- 


dows, suspecting that bodies were being. 
hurried away. ‘ 

Several miners have come up from pit 
11, which is connected with pit No. 3. 
They effected thelr escape by means of 
a ladder, and as they came from the 
mouth of the pit they appeared to be 


were more or less injured. When asked 


about their comrades, one of them sald: 
“It is horroble, all of them are dead.”’ 
A young miner who escaped from pit 
No. 4, where about five hundred men 
remain, said: 

“I was working about §0 feet from 
the shaft. Suddenly I felt a puff of 
hot gas and started toward the shalt. 
I was half suffocated and was unable 
to advance further because of the fumes. 
Finally, however, I succeeded in reach- 
ing the cage and came up in it. 

“After the blast I neither heard nor 


saw more of my comrades and I believe 
‘that all @ ghat gallery in which I was 
working are dead.” 


“Bodies Lying in Piles.” 


Another miner said: | 
“It is indescribable. Everything was 


demolished or has fallen in. I saw 
peels lying in piles. / My son is_ be- 
ow ’? 


One rescuer has asserted that he heard 


voices in the mine and others found two 
horses still living. This gives rise to 
hope that some of the men are stil 
living. : 


‘Replying to an inquiry as to whether 


hope remained for the finding of more 


men alive in the mine an engineer who 


had been down the shaft said: 


“It ig scarcely possible. The state of 


the galleries is such that clearing them 
will be a difficul task, while the flames 
were so fierce that many of the vic- 
tims have been reduced to ashes.”’

Living by Murder. 

The disclosure of the facts has caused 
@n immense sensation, as it is now clear 
that Basson, who was a_ well-educated 
man, and of a “good old Huguenot fami- 
ly, had for years past practically earned 
hfs living by repeated murders. He was 
Only 25 years of age.

DIFFERS WITH DR. OSLER. 


Dr William Osler’s remarks on old 

‘were the text of the address given 
by Dr. Felix Adler, in Carnegie hall, 
pefore the Bthical Culture Society re- 
oentiy. 

“When the physician speaks the whole 
world listens,” said Dr. Adler, “He is 
the custodian. of health, the savior of 
life and life and health have never been 
rated more highly than in this age when 
tne confidence #1 another life is abating. 
He is the alleviator of pain and a kind of 
father confessor and priest. He is reti- 
cent, and the seal of his lips makes him 
a professional expert in keeping his own 
counsel, 

“The attention paid to Dr. Osler’s re- 
marks on old age was as remarkable as 
the remarks themselves. They eclipsed 
for a time in the néwspapers foreign and 
home news of the greatest interest. For 
thousands and tens of thousands of peo- 
ple have come to regard thig life as the 
only one, and with m determinatton 
they want to know the facts about it. 
There is something heroic in their atti- 
tude. The beginning and end of life 
have ever been enshrouded in darkness, 
and now if a deeper shadow bas fallen 
on it, if only twenty years are worta 
dignifying with the name of life, they 
want to know it. So when the physi- 
cian speaks they listen. 

“Then, too, though he spoke only of 
science and literature, Dr. Osler ex- 
pressed a real tendency in the indus- 
trial world. The old, nay, the middie- 


aged, are crowded out, and those who 
ean keep up the pace and even with 
feverish energy accelerate it are pre- 
ferred. This is one of the gravest prob- 
lems of modern civilization. There is 
a third reason, the prevailing physi- 
cism, that —— there is a ee 

parallelism tween a man’s phy- 
ee and hig mental strength. But this 
is not completely true. and there is no 
reason why we should capitulate and 
consider that of necessity mental decline 
follows on physical.”’

jects for study than Georgia. 

This is true whether one considers in- 
crease in population, growth in the vari- 
ous industries, the. mastery of. difficult 
problems in the past or the manner in 
which more complex problems shal be 
grappled in the present. 

Running my eyes Over a map of Geor- 
gia a few days ago it occurred to me 
to utflize a leisure hour in a study which 
may interest your readers. 

I determined to divide the state into 
circles, each having a diameter of 90 
miles, thus giving each a radius of 45 
miles of territory. 

Half circles, more--or less, were de- 
scribed about Augusta, Savannah, Bruns- 
wick, Columbus, Rome and avVidosta, 
for the reason that a complete circular 
would in each case have taken in foreign 
territory. 

Beginning Waycross 
circle about that little cit¥, Albany, 
Americus, Macon, Atlanta, Gainesville 
and Athens, Observing the division of ter. 
ritory thus made I discovered that a 
notable section. lacked a center and I 
chose Stilimore as the point round 
which to describe the fina! circle, 

This done, I fell into the }ine of thought 
illustrated by the valuable and impres- 
sive facts which follow in regular order. 

Recalling the fact that the decade 
1870-1880 is known as “the decade of 
mortgages,”’ my mind naturally turned 
to the present condition of farm homes— 
not village or town or city homes, mark 
you, but farm homes—in the territory in- 
cluded in the several’ circles, respec- 
tively. 

Unencumbered Farm Homes. 

My inquiry was: How many farm 
homes are there in the territory described 
and what percentum of those homes are 
encumbered or mortgaged? 

In Augusta’s semi-circle there are eight 
counties and 14,500 farm homes, Of these 
4.6 per cent only are encumbered. 

Of the 10,300 farm homes in the seven 
counties which comprise Savannah's ter- 
ritory 7.4 per cent are encumbered. 

Of the 5,400 farm homes in the six 
counties which lend support to Brunswick 
4.2 per cent only are mortgaged. 

Waycross’ circle embraces ten counties, 
which have 8,300 farm homes, 4.5 per 
cent only of those homes are encum- 
bered.

Asile from the main: question of the 
diversion Of appropriations, the bill car- 
ries a provision for decreasing the pay 
of government clerks, when they reach 
sixty-five yeare of age, and, further. that 
after i913, no clerk shall be employed 
after he reaches the age of seventy. This 
provision, as well as those to prohibit 
the diversion of appropriations, are. stb- 
jeet to points of order. In case these 
points are made, arrangements have been 


completed which will result in the -adop- | 


tion of a specia] rule making the provis- 
ions in order. 

It is expected long discussions will re- 
sult from the new policy proposed. The 
intention is to keep the bill constantly 
before the haquse until it is finatly dis- 
posed of, some time next week. 


Interest in Statehood Bill. 


The statehood situation has again been 
shifted to the house side of the capi- 
tol, and while there is a genera] un- 
derstanding that nothing is to be done 
with the bill until the return of mem- 
bers of the rivers and harbors comniit- 
tee from the south, which will be some 
time Saturday, it is possible that action 
may not be delayed on that account.

The Fast Mail Subsidy. 

Tt is to be earnestly hoped that the 
fast mail service now maintained be- 
tween New York and New Orleans, | 
will not be discontinued for lack of | 
the federal subsidy heretofore granted 
this train. The pruning knife has al- 
ready been tolerably conspicuous in | 
the matter of this session’s congress- 
ional appropriations, but since it ap- 
pears that the annual fight on the 
subsidy has for its object the addi- 
tional subsidizing of eastern and west- 
ern schedules, citizens of this section 
should feel no hesitation in protest- 
ing against what seems an obvious at- 
tempt at discrimination. 

Of recent years the postal business 
between New York, other eastern and 
northern points and the south has tre 
mendously increased in volume ani 
importance. Local manufacturers, as 
well as the southern headquarters of 
large corporations situated in this 
city, share with other towns and citTes 
‘in the southern states the advantages 
arising from the operation of this fast 
through mail. Already the Atlanta 
chamber of commerce has entered an 
emphatic protest against the discon- 
tinuance of the service, and its direc- 
tors are supported by the representa- 
tives of the bulk of the commercial 
interests in Atlanta. 

Similar movements have originate1 
in New Orleans, Texas and other ter- 
ritories and cities affected hy the 
through schedule, and the southern 
congressional delegation will be putin 
possession of ample material with 
which to conduct its opposition to the 
effort to lop off the subsidy. From 
present indications there are excellent 
grounds for believing that the cam- 
paign for continuance will be success 
ful, and The Constitution’s hopes are 
earnestly in that direction.

The Philippine Elephant. 

At a recent senate hearing on the 
Philippine tariff bill, Secretary Taft 
the leading authority on conditions 
present and prospective in that far- 
flung colony of ours, gave the com. 
mittee a bit of information that may 
be regarded as significant. He ad- 
mitted that the Filipinos, in the mass, 
desire full independence. Even at 
this distance a lot of us who dont 
pretend to know much about the Fili- 
pinos aside from the interesting 
specimens exhibited at the St. Louis 
world fair, suspected as much.

agents of the New York Life Insurance 
Company, with headquarters at Atlanta, 
and he maintained some sort of connec- 
tion with the company until his death. 

Major Mims was for twenty years pres- 
ident of the Capital. City club, and took 
an active interest in pub.ic maiters. He 
served his adopted city as mayor and 
to his resolute courage and energy At- 
lanta is indebted for a considerable por- 
tion of her present magnitude and prom- 
inence. He was one cf those unusual 
characters who, while popular socially, 
and a delightful companion, posséssed a 
keen acumen that enabled him to make a 
success of business and public ife. He 
Was a diamond in the rough,;} an un- 
flinching graduate of the old school, who 
developed fully and picturesquely in eatly 
life and then ceased growing. Change 
oer compromise with modernity found 
him adarfant and the mutations of time 
that fashion anew the fictile characters 
of most. men, could make no impression 
upon his rugged nature. 

There can be no more Major Mims.

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Several Interesting Casi Before 
Prison Commission 


Except for Number of Hearings Be- 
fore State’s Pardon Board Week 
Promises To Be Quiet in 
Capitol Circles — Pension 
Money To Be Paid. 


This week’s session of the prison com- 
mission promises to be rather more than 
usually interesting, as one life and death 
case and several of a unique, though 
not so serious a character, are to be 
‘considered by the commission, 

Young Burrell Patterson, the Heard 
county lad, who is under sentence of 
death for murder, has a petition pend- 
ing in which it is asked that he be al- 
lowed to serve a life-time penitentiary 
sentence, instead of dying on the gal- 
lows. 

A number of people, including several 
ladies, have taken the liveliesy interest 
in the fate of this youth, and are mak- 
ing a very strong effort to rescue him 
from the hangman's -noose. A majority 
of the jury which found the fatal ver- 
dict against the young prisoner have 
Signed the petition for a commutation of 
his sentence. 

Another interesting matter will be the 
investigation of the death of Wade 
Berry, the convict who was shot and 
killed by Guard Oxley, of the Bibb 
eounty road gang. State Warden Moore 
has investigated that case, and will re- 
port the facts to the commission. It is 
thought that the commissioners’ will 
take the view that Oxley shot in self 
defense. 

The case of an unknown Italian, sen- 
-tenced in Carroll county for vagrancy, 
is also attracting a great deal of atten- 
tion in the prison commission office. 
This Italian, according to reports, was 
footing it through Carroll county, and 
asked for food at a house. He was ar- 
rested and tried for vagrancy. 

The prisoner could not speak a word 
of English, and not even his name was 
known. He was dubbed Andy Greer, and 
sentenced to serve a term in prison for 
vagrancy. After being sentenced, he. was 
leased to soutn Georgia. 

‘A number of Carrollton people have 
taken the matter up, and will protest 
to the commission that the unfortunate 
foreigner has not been treated fairly. 

Another case with unusual] features is 
that of A. J. Plunkett, convicted in Butts 
county of illegally selling liquor. He 
procured a respite, and asked that his 
sentence, which was to pay $1,000 fine 
or serve twenty-four months, be reduced. 

The money wherewith the deficit in the 
pension appropriation is to be covered, 
so that all the veterans and widows of 
Georgia, entitled to pensions this year, 
ean be paid, is now on deposit in 4n 
Atlanta’ bank, and the state warrants 
for the outstanding pensions will be is- 
sued by Governor Terrell and Pension 
Commissioner Lindsay today. 

There is, all told, a deficit of about 
$17,000, the aggregate of pensions due 
being that much more than the total 
sum appropriated by the legislature with 
which to pay pensions. 

Under the law, the governor can not 
borrow save to meet casual deficiencies 
in the conduct of the state govefnment. 
Pensions could not be said to come under 
that rule, therefore, no money could be 
borrowed for the ‘purpose. 

A patriotic citizen, however, himself 
a veteran, offered to advance the money 
to the pensioners, if the governor would 
issue the warrants for the still outstand- 
Ing pensions, The method wil! be much 
the same as the purchase of jury scrip, 
and next summer the legislature will 
appropriate. money, not to reimburse the 
man who now advances it, but to sat- 
isfy the warrants issued by the gov- 
ernor, which, so far as the state is con- 
cerned, wil] be still unpaid. 

The man who is making this advance 
of money did so on condition § that his 
name be not divulged, and Governor Ter- 
réli will keep that request to the letter. 


Already six of the eight new counties 
of the state have filed certificates giv- 
ing the names, numbers and postoffices 
of the militia districts of each. It is 
likely that the other two will file this 
information with Secretary of State 
Cook in the next few days. 

The work of organization is progress- 
ing rapidly in the new counties, and will 
soon be completed. Aside from laying 
off militia districts there are educational 
systems being organized and many other 
matters put into shape for a fully round- 
ed out county governmen;: in each of the 
eight new counties.

MAY BE FIGHT | 


IN COMMITTEE 


Political ‘Situation in Alabama 
Groving Very Warm 


Pian of Selecting Two Senators and 
Providing for Their Successors 
in Thosé Positions Likely 
To Provoke a Lively 
Discussion. 


By Henry W. Laird. 

Montgomery, Ala., March 1|!.—(Special.) 
If there is any dependence to be put in 
what one hears on the side and in the 
middle, too, for that matter, the meet- 
ing ‘of the executive committee of the 
Alabama democracy here next Tuesday 
is not going to be such a quiet affair as 
some had expected. If the plan for Se- 
lecting United States senators is not 
amended, it will be becauge a set of 


men in the state agree beforehand that 


it will be entirely useless. If there is any 
reason at all to think that it can be car- 
ried through, these men are going to 
have a try at it. In this fact is supposed 
to lie the reason that former Governor 
Joseph F. Johnston does not announce 
his present political aspirations. He is 
running every day and he is not run- 
ning for governor. He wants to go to 
the United States senate, but does not 
like the plan of the committee that two 
men are to be nominated for the places 
and two for the succession. His idea is 
that the race ought to be wide open ana 
let the two men who get the most votes 
be the nominees for senators and the 
next two in the number of votes the 
indorsed for the succession, and so on 
down the line, in case there is any reason 
why either of the two indorsed for the 
succession fail to qualify. General W. C. 
Oates wants this plan, and it is fairly 
well settleq that all those who seek the 
indorsement for the succession agree 
with him. 
Sentiment Strong. 

It seems also a safe guess that Cap- 

tain Johnston and the otherg are to have 


a great:deal of backing in the efforts) 


they will make through friends to this 
effect. It is the talk that the committee 
made this plan in order to take care of 
the two old senators, thereby relieving 
them of the necessity of making a fight 
straight out against the field for the 
honor. This has not pleased those who 
desire to have a hand in the matter to 
the extent of being in line for vacancies 
and they have been busy stirring up sen- 
timent in opposition to it. It is contend- 
ed by those who oppose the idea that 
there is no question about the popularity 
of either Senators Morgan or Pettus, and 
that both will land with ease. However, 
there seems no good reason, they contend, 
to cut others out who wish to have a try 
at them, ang in this is the plan of the 
committee criticised, and at this point will 
the attack be made iif at all. It Is sald 
that Captain Johnston has an idea that 
he can beat Senator Morgan himself if he 
has a fair fight at it, and has enter- 
tained the notion since he fell before the 
onslaught of the “flying squadron,’’ and 
wants to try it. However, it is net at- 
tractive to him if he nas no chance to do 
that and get indofseg for the succession 
at the same time. 


Oppose Convention Plan. 

It also seems certain that there will 
be some sort of an effort to have the 
plan of selecting candidates for members 
of the supreme court bench by conven- 
tion also changed. Since the death of 
Judge McClellan, chief justice, it has 
become necessary to nominate three men 
instead of two, as anticipated by the 
committee in its meeting here in Janu- 
ary, and there is a pretty general con- 
tention to have them named like the 
others Dy a preliminary. The primary 
idea is running riot in the minds of the 
voters at this time and they are very 
jJeaious of even a smalH bit being taken 


so unpoplar in the old days of election 
rottenness in the state. While there is 
some interest in the race for aesociate 
justice it is a fact that most of the 
fight is on the chief justice, and neither 
niet Justice Weakley or Judge John 
R. Tyson, the only candidates for the 
higher honor, seem to have any prefer- 
ence as to plan. With this condition 
there need not be surprise if the com- 
mittee seriously considers the idea of a 
change. There is also a contest in the 
second congressional district, several 
democrats contending that the commit- 
tee took snap judgment of T. J. Hall, 
of Montgomery, and set the primary at 
a time when he could not get ready for 
it. An effort will be made to have the 
state committee set aside the action of 
the district committee. 


Governor’s Race. 


Though it takes nothing from the pop- 
ularity of Lieutenant Governor Cunning- 
ham, it is a fact that there is general 
restlessness among his friends that he 
does not thrash abosgt through the woods 
more and make a greater racket. Many 
seem to think that he is not going to run 
the race out, but his friends believe that 
he will and make a great fight at that. 
However, in case he should come down, 
it is rumored that the Comer following 
will at ence line up to take fn every one 
of the state offices. The idea seems to 
be now that Mr. Comer will devote him- 
self to the race for governor ag long as 
Dr.. Cunningham remains in the run- 
ning, but that if the latter retires he 
will at once pull off from active can- 
vassing for himself and try to land the 
whole list of state places for the men 
who are in line with the radicalism which 
he represents in state politics at this 
time. If that is so the outlook is good 
for the capitol crowd to be a bunch of 
anti-railroad men next time. If he 
should have no opposition it is regarded 
as certain that he would bring up a fol- 
lowing that would do anything he wants 
done. The result would be disastrous 
to any who opposed him, and for that 
reason, if no other, there is little ex- 
pectation that he will be allowed to take 
the entire hog without a fight from some 
one, be it Cunningham or some other 
man of ability.

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EDUCATORS IN MOVEMEN 
TO SIMPLIFY SPELLING 


EW YORK, March !!.—(Special.)- 
announcement was made today 


N that an organization, including 


prominent men of affairs as well as lead- 
ing men of letters, has been formed to 
urge the simplication of English spelling 
This new body is called the Simplified 
Spelling Board. It will appeal to all who 
for educational or practical reasons wish 
to make English spelling easier to ac- 
quire. Mr. Andrew Carnegie has gen- 
erously undertaken to bear the expense 
of the organization. Mr. Carnegie has 
long been convinced that English might 
be made the world-language of the fu- 
ture, and thus one of the influences lead- 
ing to universal peace; and he believes 
that the chief obstacle to its speedy 
adoption is to be found in its contradic- 
tory and difficult spelling. 

The Simplified Spelling Board contains 
some thirty members, living in various 
parts of the union. Some of them are 
members of wide reputation; some are 
professed scholars connected with leading 
universities: some are editors of the fore- 
most American dictionaries; some are 
men distinguished in public lHfe; ana 
sOme are mén of affairs, prominent in 
civil life. The membership is not yet 
comlgete, but it now includes Chancellor 
Andrews, of the University of Nebraska; 
Justice Brewer. of the United States su- 
preme court; President Butler, of Co- 
lumbia untversity; O. C. Blackmer, of 
Chicago; Andrew Carnegie; S. L. Clem- 
ons (Mark Twain); Dr. Melvil Dewey; 
Dr. Isaac K. Funk, editor and publisher 
of the “Standard Dictionary”; Lyman J. 
Gage, ex-secretary of the treasury; Rich- 
ard Watson Gilder, editor of the “Cen- 
tury magazine’; Dr. Willlam T. Harris, 
United States commissioner of educa- 
tion and editor of ‘“Webster’s Interna- 
tional Dictionary’’; Professor George 
Hempl, of the University of Michigan; 
Colonel Thomas Wentworth Higginson; 
Henry Holt; Professor William James, 
of Harvard; President David Starr Jor- 
dan. af Leland Stanford university; Pro- 
fessor Thomas R. Lounsbury, of Yale; 
Professor Francis A. March. of Lafay- 
ette: Professor Brander Matthews, of 
Columbia; Judge Morrow, of the United 
States circuit court, California; Dr. Ben- 
jamin E. Smith, editor, and Dr. Charles 
P. G. Scott, etymological editor, of the 
“Century Dictionary’’; President H. H. 
Seerley. of the Iowa state normal school, 
Cedar Falls; Colonel Charles E. Sprague, 
president of the Urdon Dime Savings in- 
stitution; Professor Calvin Thomas, of 
Columbia: Mr. EB. O. Vaile, lately editor 
of “IntelMigence’’; Dr. William Hayes 
Ward, editor of the “Independent”; and 
President Woodward, of the Carnegie in- 
stitution of Washington. 

The establishment of the Simplified 
Spelling Board is the result of an effort 
made within the past year to secure the 
use, by men of position, of certain simpli- 
fied spellings, adopted some years ago by 
the National Bducational Association and 
now used by several important publica- 
tions. The response to this request was 
very cordial. Hundreds of signatures 
were received pledging the writers to use 
these simpler forms in their . personal 
correspondence. The members of the Sim- 
plified Spelling Board believe that the 
time is now ripe for a forward move- 
ment. They have learned the nature and 
the strength. of the opposition to be 
overcome. They wil not advocate 
change merely for the sake of change. 
They do not intend to urge any violent al- 
teration in the apearance of famillar 
words. They will not advafice any ex- 
treme theories. They will not expect to 
accomplish their task in a day or in a 
year. They are willing to make haste 
slowly, in the expectation of overcom- 
ing by degrees the prejudice existing in 
favor of the present cumbersome or- 
thography. They wish in brief, to expe- 
dite that process of simplification which 
has been going on in English, in spite 
of the opposition of conservatives, ever 
since the invention of printing, notably in 
the omission of silent and useless letters. 
Not so long ago, almanac was spelt al- 
manack, end music was musick. In the 
last few years technic has been winning 
acceptance in place of technique, program 
has been substituting itself for pro- 
gramme, catalog for catalogue and tho 
for though. These shorter forms are a}- 
ready becoming familiar; they may not 
as yet be approved by the majority, bit 
they are no longer strange in the eyes 
ofithle average reader, and they are found 
in uge in books by authors of repute and 
in periodicals of standing. 

The Simplified Spelling Board will not 
only lend its support to such simplifica- 
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tions. by omission, but it proposes also 
to arouse a wider public interest in the 
genera] question wf English orthography. 
There is a rea] weed of organized effort 
to make EngiisW a better instrument for 
the hundreds of millions who will have 
to use our language before the end of the 
twentieth century. Altho Enguish is 
spreading more rapidly than any other 
tongue, it has the most illogical spelling 
of any one of the other important mod- 
ern languages, 

The board intends to 
everywhere to exercise 
simplification, and to encourage other 
organizations which are working toward 
the same end or have shown an interest 
in the cause, 

The immediate activities of the Simpli- 
fied Spelling Board will be directed by an 
executive committee chosen from the 
members residing in New York. An office 
will be opened in New York to serve as 
headquarters for the work: and from this 
Office the campaign of education will be 
conducted by a competent staff. Local 
societies wil] be organized wherever a 
group of willing workers can be gathered 
together. Comprehensive plans are being 
mapped out, which will take years for 
their full accomplishment.

MOTHER ANTELOPE’S INSTINCT 


Her Provision for Young a Wonder- 
ful Instance of Nature’s Providence; *’ 


(H. H. Cross in The March Century.) 

The manner in which the mother ante- 
lope protects her young until they are old 
and strong enough to join the full grown 
bands in their wanderings is an inter- 
esting and wonderful instance of nature's 
providence. These beautiful creatures 
live in an open country infested by all 
kinds of enemies, and especially prowled 
over by the coyote, the gray wolf and 
the timber wolf, which subsist upon the 
young of all kinds of animals; yet the 
mother can easily protect her babies from 
the flercest of these marauders. The 
enemy most dreaded is the soaring eagle. 

There is a variety of cactus, a prickly 
plant which grows in great abundance 


all over the wesjern plains, which fur- 
nishes her meat for this 


protection. 
Horses, cattle, b@ffalo and, in fact, ail 
animals know the danger of treading 
on this plant. It grows in large patches, 
some 4 or 6 inches in height above the 
ground, and forms a thick mat varying 
in breadth from the size of the top of a 
man’s hat to many feet. It is in the cen- 
ter of one of these patches that the fe- 
rnale antelope prepares a place of safety 
for her young. The thorns of this cactus, 
while very poisonous and terribly painfut 
to every other animal, tor some reason 
are almost harmless to the antelope, The 
cactus may lacerate her legs, making 
them bleed freely, but neither the stick- 
ers nor the poison remain; while other 
animals seldom bleed, but retain the 
poisonous stickers in their wounds until 
they become malignant sores, causing ex- 
cessive swelling of the limbs and very 
great and long continued suffering. 
When the antelope has selected her 
patch of cactus, backing away a few 
feet, she will make a running juinp, 
bounding high in the air, and alight in 
the middle of the patch, with all four 
feet close together, the hoofs pointing 
downward. Then springing out again 
and repeating this operation until she 
has chopped the rools of the cactus 
plant to pieces, she loosens and clear 4 
space large enough for standing room. 
She then will enlarge it by pawing and 
digging with her sharp hoofs. Here she 
gives birth to her young in undisturbed 
security, knowing that she can leave 
them in comparative safety during the 
day and return to them at night to give 
them suck. Should it be in a locality 
where eagles abound, however, the moth- 
er does not venture far away, as the 
soaring eagle often swoops down on the 
young, taking them away if she is not 
there to do battle for their lives 


The Village Station. 


(From American Homes and Gardens.) 
Coming into the suburban village by 
the steam railroad, one’s introduction to 
it is the station. This should be made 
attractive both in its architecture and 
in its gardening surroundings, but it 
should not have a commanding situation 
in respect to the town. It is partly in 
protest against the things that the rail- 
road exemplifies and stands for that the 
town is populated. The railroad is a 
convenience that must be made use of, 
and we may soften all we can its points 
of contact with the town, but even so its 
steel] touch will leave a scar that should 
not be emphasized.

Inexpensive, eh? Not if they are prop- 
erly served. The other nignt the Mug 
House Clup gave one which cost exactly 
$9 a plate.

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PEAS AND SORGHUM. HOW EARLY 

TO PLANT. 

Washington, Ga.—How early 
can peas and cane be sowed to get good 
results from the p‘anting? I am aware 
there are some varieties of peas that will 
not bear and ripen until September. Mat- 
ters not how early they are. planted. The 
specled peas, whichis the earliest variety 
I know of, will mature fruit any month 
in the summeér with favorable seasons. 

When a. person wishes to devote a large 
one to this crop, in order to get his land 
fFeeded, would you not advise him to be- | 
gin the sowing in April, or as early as it 
is sofe from co!d weather? I am satisfied 
that this is the most remunerative crop 
that can be planted now. You can make 
more per acre with Jess cost than any- 
thing we plant, to say nothing of the im- 
provement to the soil. I read all you 
write with great interest. 

Answer—Both the cowpea and sorghum 
are quite tender plants and will not 
thrive if planted earlier than about the 
usual time. of planting cotton, say from 
Apri] 15 to 25. As a rule the earlier the 
cowpea is planted (not too early) the 
greater will be the production of vine. 
The objection to sowing 
even the speckled pea (whippoorwil:) 
earlier than June !—if intended to con- 
vert the vines into hay—is the fact that 
the vines wil reach the stage for mow- 
ing in August, which is usually the wét- 
test month of the year, I prefer planting 
about from the middle of June to July 10, 
so that the haying season wil! fall early 
in September—usually one of the dryest 
months: of the year. Tne best arrange- 
ment ana the most profitable is to first 
sow the land in oats, fertilizing liberally, 
in October and follow the oats with cow-

ALFALFA CULTURE. 

TT 8. H.. Americus, Ga.—I am experi- 
menting some with alfalfa and will thank 
you for some advice. I have a 3-acre plot 
which I sowed broadcast in October ana 
secured a very good stand. This plot is 
@ell drained, has a light grayish top soil 
with a yellow clay subsoil. I broke with 
two-horse plow and then harrowed. I 
have used the patch for oats and fol- 
lowed with cowpeas for several years and 
have always gotten splendid crops from 
it. My alfalfa now is from two to four 
inchés ‘high, but I notice near the stab!es, 
where tthe water drains out into the 
patch, the alfalfa is six to eight inches 
high, very thick and black. Now I am 
anxious that the whole patch be that 
way and I want to know if nitrate of 
soda is not what I want to use and how 
much. when: fo apply and all the infor- 
mation you can give me on the subject. 
I am determined, if possible, to make this 
patch very fine; the land is not lacking in 
lime I used the culture with the seed. 

I have about 10 acres of very wet and 
very rich swamp land which I wish to 
plant this spring; do you think sugar- 
cane would be a good crop for it? Have 
you tried Chinese cane, and with what 
results? Thanking you again. 

Answer—Rep‘ying to yours of the 25th 
tT beg to say that T am not suffiicently 
familiar with the tand to enable me to 
gpeak confidently and egive advice. I 
think it probable that your land is not 
rich enough to make very dark looking, 
foliage on your alfalfa, If you got nitro- 
culture then there should be no great 
necessity for nitrate of soda. I would 
try it, though, but I have not much 
confidence in the result, In the 
planting of a‘falfa it is very desirable 
that several tons of first-class stable 
manure should be applied and plowed in. 
If that be done, then there would be no 
necessity for nitro-cultures; but only that 
the land be heavily fertilized with acid 
and potash, say 800 pounds of acid and 
200 pounds of muriate of potash to the 
aere. One hundred pounds of nitrate of 
soda to the acre Is as much as should 
be put on at any one time. I advise that 
vou lay off a square, say 10 feet square, 
in the midst of that portion that seems 
to need more nitrogen and s@w about one- 


first | 


fourth of a pound of nitrate of soda on 
this 100 square feet. Do it when the foli- 
age is not. wet. This wou'd be about 100 
pounds to the acre, It will have its efféct 
in a week or ten days, or perhaps earlier, 
and you may then determine whether. it 


would be expedient to go over the whole 
patch in the same way, I send you copy 
of press bulletin 51, which perhaps you 
have not seen, 

I do not think “very wet’’ land desirable 


for anything except rice. If not too wet, | 
a rich alluvial soil is fine for | 
ing a high grade sirup.
